In  which  they  may  fee  themfelves  and  Spirits,  and  if 
not  too  late  Repent  and  Turn  from  their  Abomi- 
nable Wayes  and  Curfed  Contrivances. 

THey  may  remember,  that  themfelves  were  here  ac- 
counted DilTcnters  from  the  Epifcopai  W or  flip- 
pers y and  may  be,  many  of  them,  in  that  Day 
eould  not  in  Confcicnce  Comply  with  the  Prelate  then  in  pow- 
er ^ fo  took  their  Flight  in  that  Day,  in  which  they  were  cal- 
fed  to  bear  a Teftimony  againft  that  they  (aw  to  be  Evil  in  that 
©ay  and  Time. 

But  when  they  came  to  New- England,  they  (I  mean  the 
worft  and  bafeft-fpirited  of  them,  which  indeed  were  moft  in. 
Number)  fell  to  Baniih  their  Fellows,  which  could  not  bow  to 
their  gilded  Calf  of  Will.worfhip,  which  in  (hort  time  grew  a' 
great  Ball,  with  Horns  to  pu(h  and  gore,  even  to  the  Gallows, 
thofe  that  could  not  worship  the  Beaft ; notwithftanding  the 
Lord  railed  up  a Teftimony  in  many  of  their  Neighbours  and 
Inhabitants  of  the  fame  Country,  who  witntfled  for  the  God 
of  Heaven,  againft  their  Wayes,  Doftrines  and  Woifhips, 
feme  of  which  they  baniftied  in  a barbarous  manner  •,  others 
they  evilly  intreated  and  accufedthem  of  Herefie,  Confpira- 
cy,  Mutcny,  Fa£lion,  and  what  net,  to  hide  their  Deceit  and 
cover  their  Perlccutioa  withal.  And  to  the  end  they  may  come 
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to  a Sight  and  Senfe  of  their  Abominations,!  am  willing  to  fet  a 
few  things  in  order  before  them,  and  not  only  before  them,  but 
alfo  that  all  others  may  hearjand  learn, and  fear, and  do  no  more 
fo  wickedly,  left  the  Anger  of  the  juft  God  break  forth  as  a 
Flame,  as  it  is  now  happened  among  that  perfecuting  Gene- 
ration in  New ■ England.  So  that  all  may  fee  againft  whom  and 
what  they  have  fet  themfeives,  and  vaunted  themfelves  at  all 
times,  even  againft  the  Appearance  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Ghrift, 
that  he  fhould  not  appear  to  ftain  their  Pride,  in  which  they 
prided  themfelves  above  all  Humanity  or  Tendernefs,either  to 
Learned  or  Unlearned,  Male  or  Female,  Old  or  Young  (if 
any  queftioned  svhat  their  Hireling  Priefts  and  Smiting  Pro- 
phets  faid)  they  muft  be  banifhed,  flandered  and  named  with 
reproachful  Names  at  belt;  but  how  much  worfe  ufed,  many 
can  vvitnefs,  and  their  own  Cruelty  manifeft. 

Many  were  the  Abufes  committed  by  them,  on  thofe  that 
went  over  on  the  fame  Account  as  themfelves  did,  and  had  as 
goocl  a Right  to  live  there  as  any  amongft  them,  althouglvthey 
banifhed  them,  by  what  Power,  they  beft  know  that  have  feen 
their  Patent  ; but  1'le  leave  that  a while,  and  come  to  their 
proceeding  againft  John  wheelwright,  one  of  theMinifters  of 
the  Country,  whom  they  charged  with  Falfe  DoZtrme^  and  4. 
Mover  of  Sedition , and  whatnot,  as  you  may  fee  at  large  ia 
a Book  in  Manufcript,  in  which  is  all  their  Proceeding,  too 
much  here  to  infert,I’le  only  give  the  Reader  fome  PafTages,by 
which  it  may  be  eafily  underftood,  againft  what  they  fet  them; 
felves,  and  oppofed. 

But  I may  firftgive  a hint  at  the  manner  of  their  Work; 
John  Wheelwright  preached  of  a Light  in  man,  and  of  a Spi- 
rit in  man, at  which  New-England  was  in  an  Uproar,  and  much 
troubled  (as  Herod  and  all  Judea  was  when  they  heard  of 
Chrift  Jefus  f who  is  the  Light)  coming  inro  the  World;  So 
a Jcz.ebd's  Faft,  as  you  (hall  fee  anon  w'as  proclaimed,  under 
pretence  to  feek  God  in  this  Day  of  Trouble;  the  Faft  was 
kept  n the  16th Day  of  the  nthMoneth,  1636.  and  this 
Pejhlent  Man  (as  they  deemed  him)  John  Wheelwright,  muft 
preach  at  before  the  Wolves  in  Sheeps  Clothing  .;  and 

indeed. 
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indeed,  however  it  hath  been  or  may  be  with  him  fmce,  the 
man  then  fpoke  and  preached  many  found  Truths  *,  He  here 
infc  rt  iorae  of  his  Sermon,  and  let  the  Reader  judge. 

He  exhorted  the  Brethren  and  Sifters, Tv  get  Chrjfi  into  their 
marts,  that  they  may  he  happy  and  exhorts  his  Brethren  and 
Sifters  in  the  Name  of  God,  T o endeaveur  to  bring  Chrift  into 
the  Hearts  of  People , and  then  (faith  hej  you  Jhdl  make  the 
Chuhfh  and  your  ft lives  happy. 

And  alfo  laid,  That  as Joen  as  Chriji  eomctb  into  the  Soul,  he 
makes  the  Creature  nothing  ; and  (faid  he)  in  the  Gofpel  Works 
of  Sanctification  mu  ft  he  prejfed  no  other  way,  bat  as  they  grays 
from  the  Toot,  Chrift  Jefm  \ for  it  is  he  that  worketh  iny.M  both 
to  will  and  to  do , of  his  even  good  P leaf  are  : and  (Said  he)  this  it 
the  Covenant  of  Grace , 1 will forgive  their  Sins,  and  write  my 
I. aw  in  their  Hearts  and  Inward  tJarts,  and  that  is  the  Gofpel  in 
which  the  Spirit  of  God  is  conveyed,  (To- 

And  faith  he,  We  muft  be  Aleck,  and  Lowly,  as  Chrift  was 
lowly,  and  content  to  receive  all  from  the  Father,  even  fo  muft 
we  be  meeftand  lowly , and  content  to  receive  siB from  Chrift  : If 
Duties  be  prefted  any  other  way,  they  will  be  Burdens , that  neu 
ther  we  nor  oar  Fathers  were  or  will  be  able  to  bear’,  therefore, 
faith  he,  if  we  mean  to  kpep  Jeftss  Chrift,  we  muft  keep  open  thi* 
Fountain,  and  held  forth  this  Light. 

And  told  them  in  that  S rraon,  That  the  Spirit  cf  Thrift  was 
no  Smiting  Spirit  (and  fo  Izcjohn  Wheelwright  in  this  place) 
with  much  more,,  honeft  & true  things,  that  were  then  given 
him  to  declare,  and  which  indeed  he  then  eves  in  the  midft 
of  Wooififh  ProfefTors  did  boldly  and  valiantly  declare,  and 
ashoneftiy  and  nobly  flood  unto  in  your  Court,  when  and 
where  you  Arraigned  him,  Judged  him  and  Condemned  him, 
but  could  not  difprove  his  Dodtrine,  though  he  and  others  of- 
ten challenged  both  Priefts  and  Profelfors,  from  higheft  to  low- 
ed ; and  all  or  moft  you  had  .to  fay,  was,  That  it  was  contrary 
to  the  reft  of  the  Alinifters,  and  therefore  was  Seditions  and 
Alutrnom.  - h 

' But  becaufc  I would  be  fairg  and  not  wreft  their  words  nor 
meanings, I’le  reheaxfe  fome  of  their  ownSayings  in  open  Court 

B againft 


igimft  wheelwright’s  Dbflrmc,  exa&ly  as  I read  in  a Book,  as 
aforefaid,  and  having  alfo  forae  Knowledge  of  things  done  in, 
shat  Place  of  New- England.  At  a Court  at  Bofton,  1636. 
confining  of  Henry  fane  Governour,  Twelve  Magiftrates, 
Twelve  Priefts  & Thirty  Three  Daputiesy  fehn  wheelwright 
was  brought  into  the  Court,  andaccufed  for  preaching  on  the 
Faft  Day  a,  Heretical  and  SeditioHi  Sermon , tending  to  Mutiny 
And  Dift  urbane e . Wheelwright  bids  them  prove  it  by  Scripture , . 
and  fo  did  the  Governour  and  many  others,  who  faw  their 
Wickedrscfs,  and  abhorred  and  declared  againft  their  Procee* 
dings  •,  and  many  Members  in  the  Court  gave  in  their  Tefti. 
mony,  That  his  DoEhrine  was  true,  and  according  to  God  and 
Scripture s • and  fo  faid  John  Cotton , one  of  the  Twelve  Judges 
of  the  Matter,  and  a chief  man  for  Learning,  as  they  accoun*  ' 
ted  him.  But  fo  mad  was  the  greateft  part  of  them,  that  they 
would  proceed  again d Wheelwright  and  his  Define*  right  or 
wrong  3 but  he  would  not  anfwer  to  their  enfnaring  Qpeftions,,  ,, 
but  ftill  offered  them  to  prove  his  DoEtrine  by  Scriptures  .hftttt  cm 

And  now,  to  make  good  my  word,  l ie  give  the  Reader 
their  own  words  in  Court. 

And  firff  let's  hear  Collicott,  one  of  the  Witneffes  againfl: 
him  in  Court  (faith  Collicott’)  HhVfe  in  his  Sermon  was,  to 
put  a Difference  between  a Covenant  of  Workj,  and  a Covenant 
of  Grace , and  Ido  conceive , that  he  did  drive  again  ft  the  things 
now  in  i 


ton. 


And  for  the  Light  that  is  revealed  by  the  Spi- 
rit, hedid  plainly  and punthtagy  fay,  That  m that  Cafe  there 
tvae  nothing  to  be  feen  bur  the  G lor  ism  Light  of  the  Spirit  break- 
ing in  upon  the  Soul  in  an  abfolute  Promift r.  So  far  Collicott. 

But  let’s  hear  Spencer,  that  great  Orator,  and  New.  England 
Church  Member  3 may  be  heel  be  more  to  the  Purpofe  then 
his  Brother  CeUisott  : Well,  come  on,  Spencer-,  let’s  hear. 
What  thou  canft  fay  againft  John  Wheelwright 

Spencer  * Wheelwright  teaches,  that  the  Knowledge  of  our 
S^aiSmim,  ns  Mr  J^tfcMkn,  is  spy  by  Fmb  in 

ihri»\  *ndth*t  intk'Cmnmt  f Srmtmbsng  ,s  r'v,.Ui 
ItJ'Lchrifl,  onslbis  Ritbmbfkfi ’ frtf  !>*'» « > b'Sml, 
-MsKmwkdstsf  iicomisby  fMb  ; Uinhhis,  faith  Spen, 
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cer»  is  contrary  to  the  Doftrine  preackt  in  N ew-Engf&nd ; forf 
faith  Spencer,  it  is  commonly  taught  in  New- England,  That  a 
man  may  prove  his  Juftificaiion  by  bis  Sanctification.  And  fa 
far  Spencer  in  this  place. 

Well,  hear  John  Endicott : This  is  concluded  a Falfe  Do * 
Urine  % bccemfe  it  is  a DoUrine  again  ft  ad  the  Minifters  of  the 
Country.  But  here  John  Endicott  told  a Notorious  Lye  in  o® 
pen  Court  j for  Cure  he  owned  that  John  Cotton  was  a Mini- 
fter,  and  if  fo,  hear  what  he  declared  in  open  Couit. 

Cotton  : Brother  Wheelwright’.?  DoBrine  was  according  to 
Ged , in  the  Points  Controverted,  and  w hole  ly,  and  altogether  $ 
and  nothing  did  I hear  a Hedged  again  ft  the  Doctrine  proved  by  the 
Word  of  Ged.  And  to  (as  John  Cctton,mth  much  more, which 
he  then  fpake  to  allay  the  Heat  of  their  Raging  Spirits,  but  att 
would  not  do  ; for  when  they  were  fo  much  Challenged  to 
prove  by  Scripture  the  Boftrine  Falfe, which  Wheelwright  had 
del  vered,  or  elfe  to  acquit  him,  they  found  out  another  way 
to  bring  their  Wicked  Ends  to  pafs. 

And  laid  Spencer : The  Matter  in  hand  is  not  the  DoBrine , 
whether  it  be  true  or  falfe  ; but  the  Queftim  is,  Whether  or  not 
Mr.  Wheelwright  hath  ftirred up  Mutiny  in  the  Country , and 
caft  Afperfton  upon  the  Minifters  ? And  the  Minifters,  I mean 
eleven  oy  twelve,  were  as  mad  as  who  was  madeft,  and  as 
violent  as  any  in  this  Matter;  for  which,  and  fuch  like  Caa- 
fes  and  Out-rages,  committed  by  them,  both  in  New‘ Eng- 
land, and  alfo here  ir  England,  the  Lord,  by  fur, dry  Wayes 
and  in  divers  Manners,  hath  pleaded  with  fome  of  them,  and 
fomc  are  hardned  againft  a Day  ef  Judgment,  which  certainly 
will  overtake  them  in  this  Life,  or  in  the  Life  and  judgment 
that  is  to  come. 

But  that  which  is  moft  to  be  lamented,  that  thofe  which 
once  had  a Good  Testimony  in  their  Hearts  andMouthes  for 
God  and  his  Light  and  fpiritua!  Appearance  ; and  they  not  be- 
ing faithful  and  conftant  to  that  which  was  made  manifeft  and 
committed  to  them,  its  even  happened  to  them  according  to 
the  Saying  of  the  Lord  God,  by  the  Mouth  of  his  Prophet, 
That  in  the  Day  in  which  a Rifhteous  Alan  turns  from  his  High* 
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teoufnefi,  and  doth  wickedly,  all  the  Righteoufnefs  that  he  hath 
done  JhaM  he.  forgotten,  and  in  the  Sin  whisk  he  doth  he  [ had  pure- 
ly dye  the  Death. 

And  fo  l’Ie  reave  John  Cotton  and  John  Wheelwright  and  o- 
fchers  to  that  of  God  in  their  Consciences,  if  any  of  them  be  in 
the  Body , as  for  them  that  are  out  of  the  Body,  they  are 
gone  to  their  long  Home. 

And  fo  you  ProfefTors  of  New.  England,  who  are  not  yet 
wholcly  blind,  may  fee  what  your  Pricfts,  Rulers  and  Church- 
members  have  banded  themfelves  againft  for  this  Thirty  or 
Forty  Years. 

Even  againft  God,  who  is  a Spirit,  and  who  is  Light  in  all 
his  Appearances,  in  either  Son  or  Daughter,  before  ever  a 
Quaker  came  amongft  you  : So  t'nc  God  of  Heaven  and  Earth 
is  clear  of  all  your  blood,  having  raifedup  T eftimony  after 
Teftimony,  even  everfiticc  you  fet  up  your  Inventions,  and 
denyed  the  Light. 

The  next  Piece  of  Wickednefs  I am  to  mind  you  of,  is  your, 
barbarous  A 6! ion  committed  againft  Ann  Hutchinfon , whom' 
you  firft  imprifenei,  then  banifhed  and  fo  expofed  her  to  that 
defolate  Condition,  that  fhc  fell  into  the  Hands  of  the  Indians 
who  murdered  her  with  her  Family  except  one  Child,  and  af- 
ter that  made  a notorious  Lye  on  the  deftroyed  Woman,  the 
which  one  of  their  Priefts  put  in  Print-  and  another  of  that 
Tribe,  Samwl  Cla-\  Prieft  of  London,  taking  the  Lye  out  of 
his  Brother  Wills  his  fhort  Story,  and  muft  needs  put  it  into 
his  Book  called,  God’s  Judgments  againft  Here  fie,  in  which  he 
alfo  Vandalized  Mary  Dysr  and  Midwife  Hawkins,  all  which 
were  known  to  be  Women  of  honeft  Lives  and  Convdrfations, 
only  pr  stefted  againft  their  falfe  Church  and  Worfhips, 
for  which  they  faltered  in  their  Names  and  E flutes , and 
fome  loft  their  Lives  for  their  Teftimony  fake : For  Mary 
Dyer  they  banifhed  and  hanged  at  Bofton,  for  her  Teftimony 
gaiaft -them,  which  flie  was  moved  of  the  Lord  to  bear  a- 
mongfirthem.  ^ 

But  becaufe*you  ProfefTors  fiave  banifhed,  and  fo  been  a 
means  of  dilroyiag  a Woman  and  her  Family,  as  before,  and 

have 


have  covered  your  fclves  by  faying,  Jhe  held  about  Thirty 
Monflrom  Heretical  Opinions,  but  have  not  that  I can  find 
laid  down  fo  much  as  One  of  them,  for  Indifferent  Periccsto 
judge. 

So  I may  do  a little  of  that  Work  for  you  and  others,  by 
which  it  may  be  feen  .what  the  Ground  of  your  Quarrel  was  • 
and  I will  do  it  in  (hort,  and  honcftly,  as  I found  it  in  her  Let  - 
ter, to  one  Mr.  Leveret  as  fhe  writ  him  in  her  Anfwer  to  his 
I ft,  APoneth  164.$, 

It  feems  by  that  Letter  which  Leveret  fent  t®  Arm  Hatching 
[on  he  termed  her  Haughty  Jenebcl,  and  (aid  Jhe  was  a Rail, 
er  and  Re  viler , and  luch  like  Terms  and  Names,  and  yet  in 
the  fame  Letter  asked  her  what  was  become  ef  the  Light , Jhe 
once  fhined in,  in  their  Parts ? 

And  now  dm  Hutchinfon,  to  that  Letter  Lever et 's,  If 

it  were  the  True  Light , m which  you  Jay  1 did  once  Jhinein,  l 
am  fare  the  Anther  thereof,  and  the  Afaintainer  of  it  is  Cod, 
and  it  JhaS  break forth  more  and  more  unto  the  perftSi  Day,  and 
when  I was  with  yon  u difeovered  the  be  ft  Light  in  year  felf  to 
he  Darkrufl,  as  your  felf  conjtjfcd  to  me  in' your  own  Parlour. 

And  whereas  you  fry  I fpeak.gr  eat  f welling  Words  of  Vani- 
ty, that  Scripture  is  fulfilled  in  your  falfe  Teachers , who  fol- 
low the  Way  of  Balaam  and  BoZcr,  And  that  Water  holds  out 
the  Spirit , John  7.  38,  39.  And  Chrifi  Jefm  came  by  this  Wa- 
ter,or  Spirit,  Mat.  I.  18.  And  hereby  we  JhaB know  the  Spi- 
rit of  Ant ichrifl,  becaufe  he  confe/feth  not  that  Jefm  Chrifi is 
com  in  the  Fltjh.  And  as  to  that  in  Rev.  12.  which  you  fay 
muft  be  meant  cf  Conftantine,  and  not  of  Chrifi,  being  brought 
forth  in  'the  Gent'.le  Church,  then  the  Woman  that  brought  jorth 
Conftantine  rmfi  be  crowned  withTwehe  Stars 

But.  your  Church  flan  ding  in  the  City  Order,  by  your  own 
Confgfjion  muft  needs  be  one  vftkofe  Cities  efthe  Nations,  'which 
the  L rd  hath  faid  jhould  faff,  Rev.  16.  1 9.  And  if  what  you 
sailed  Railing  or  RiV  ding,  were  a Truth  of  God,  ailed  ly  him 
through  me,  then  you  have  called  the  Spirit  of  God  a Railer  and 
Rev  tier.  And  fo  far  Ann  Hdtchinfon } with  much  more  in  her 

Anfwer 
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Anfwcr  to  Leveret's  Letter  of  the  2 ft,  Moncch  164^.  after  y 
they  had  imprifoned  her,  ,and  banifhed  her.  / 

So  Reader  if  thou  haft  anllnderftanding  of  what  theWomaa 
held  ifoi  th,  thou  may  fcen  conclude  what  the  Thirty  Heretical 
Opinions  were, that  f©  much  enraged  New- England  Profeflors 
to  imprifon,  banifh,  and  fo  ( in  a Scnfe  ) murther  her  and  her 
Family  by  the  wicked  Hands  of  the  Indians. 

But  how  (hall  thele  People  hide  their  Wickednefs  from  the 
fimple-hearted,  that  they  fhould  not  fee  their  Wickednefs,  and  '* 
cry  out  again'ft  their  Cruelty  ? well,  I’le  (hew  thee  honeft  In- 
quirer, how  they  hide  themfelves  and  the  Innocent  Blood. 

The  Woman  before  mentioned  having  been  imprifoned  and 
there  by  the  Priefts  and  Profeflors  pumpt  and  fifted  to  get 
fomething  againft  her,  laying  their  Snares  to  entrap  her,  and 
having  fo  done  take  their  Opportunity  when  her  husband  & 
Friends  were  abfent,  as  it  is  fold,  and  examined  her  in  the  fore- 
part of  the  Day,  and  banifhed  her  in  the  after-part. 

Notable  quick  Work  ! fo  fhe  goes  by  Water  with  many  o» 
thers  that  perceived  they  rnuft  go  to  Pot  next,  and  providen- 
tially feH  with ' Redd- J (land t and  there  they  made  a Cave  or 
Caves,  and  in  them  lived  until  the  cold  Winter  was  paft,  in 
which  time  it  was  known  to  the  Profeflors,  where  they  were, 
and  that  they  had  bought  the  Ifland  of  the  Indians  • and  the 
Profeflors  began  to  ftir  and  endeavour  to  bring  the  Ifland  with- 
in the  Corapafs  of  their  Patent,  fo  the  poor  molefted  Woman, 
it’s  like  let  in  Fear,  and  thought  fhe  would  go  far  enough 
from  their  Reach,  fo  going  Southward  to  feek  a Place  t©  fettle 
upon,  where  fhe  and  her  Family  might  live  in  Quietncfs,  fell 
upon  a Piece  of  Land  that  was  in  Controverfie  between  the 
Dutch  and  the  Natives,  and  the  Natives  being  in  a Heat  came 
upon  them,  and  were  the  Executioners  of  what  theiWw- 
EngUnd  Priefts,  Magiftrates  and  Church- Members  were  an 
Oc:afion  of,  through  their  wicked  and  cruel  proceeding,  in 
forcing  them  to  flee  from  their  Rage  and  Fury. 

And  becaufe  I promifed  thee  t©  tell  thee  honeft  Inquirer, how 
they  hide  and  cover  their  Wickednefs,  l ie  do  it  by  rehearfing 
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whatPrieft  Wills  & chief  Aftor  in  this  matter,  printed  in  his 
Book  entitled  We ills' 's  Jbort  Story  ( page  44.)  as  Samuel  Clark, 
in  his  lying  Book  quotes  his  Brother  Wills  for  his  Author,  of 
this  and  fuch  like  moft  Notorious  Lyes,  of  which  he  prints 
thu %,Ann  Hutchinfon,  Mary  Dyer  and  Midwife  Hawkins, 
fee  Clark’s  Examples  page  249.  and  they  have  been  known  t© 
be  honeft  Women,  and  fuch  as  were  of  good  Report,  and 
sevir  accounted  either  Witches.  or  fuch  Perfons,  asthefe  rwo 
Pricfls  and  Brethren  in  Wickednefs  would  have  People  be- 
lieve, that  fo  their  Wickednefs  might  be  utidifeovered. 

Now'  here  Pried  Clarkjzhex  he  had  writ  and  printed  a moft 
curfed  Lye  of  Mary  Dyer-,  whom  they  banifhed  and  afterward 
hanged  at  Bofion , as  alio  of  Midwife  Hawkins : Saith  he,  About 
the  fame  time,  and.  in  the  famerplaci\  One  Airs.  Hutchinfon,ttd)0 
held  about  Thirty  Mon  from  & Heretieai  Opinions,  whereof  yeti 
have  a Catalogue  ftt  down  by  the  fame  Author,  page  5 9.  find 
grotring  big  with  Chi  If  and..  towards  the  Time  of  her  Labour-, 
at  lajl  brought  forth  Thirty  Mot’ from  Births , or  thereabouts, 
feme  bigger  and  fame  leffer,  feme  of  one  Shape  and  feme  of  ano- 
ther, few  of  any  perfeSi  Shkpe,nont  ofaR  of  humane  Shape : This 
Airs.  Hutchinfon  was  firfl  banifhed  by  the  Magif  rates  o/New- 
Eng!and,r;-?ro  Rhoad  Ifland  for  her  Heref.es, but  not  f aying  Una 
there,  fhe  removed  with  aU  her  Family,  her  Daughter  and  her 
Children  into  the  Dutch  Plantation  to  a Place  called  Hell-  Gate, 
where  t he Indians  ft  upon  them,  and  few  her  and  her  Family, 
her  Daughter  and  her  Daughter  s Husband,  with  aH  their  ChiU 
dren  fave  only  one  that  efcapsd, 

So  here  is  the  Priefts  and  ProfefTcrs  Cover,  and  they  wipe 
their  Mouths,  and  I warrant  they  would  by  faying  the  Indians 
committed  this  Murder  be  thought  clear  of  this  Innocent 
Blood. 

So  Reader  thou  mayeft  fee  the  Rage  and  Envy  of  this  pro- 
feffing  Generation,  for  they  banifhed,  imprifoned  this  ten- 
derly bred  Woman  in  or  towards  Winter,  and  what  with 
Fears  and  Tellings  to  and  Iro  the  Woman  mifearied,  upon 
which  they  grounded  their  abominable  Untruth ; many  Wit- 
neifes  might  b*  produced  to  prove  this,  and  to  difprove  their 
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abominable  frequently  told  Slanders, and  alfo  printed  by  Prieffs 
and  Nsw- England  ProfefTors,  and  their  Confederates  here  in 

England. 

1 might  i t fert  that  other  Story  which  ,the  fame  Lye  makers 
made  of  Mary  Dyer , and  Midwife  Hawkins,  but  it’s  not 
worth  while,  as  to  his  Description  of  a horrid  Monfter,  where- 
in their  Lyes  were  apparent  to  many  fober  People, 

And  now  let  me  mind  you  ©f  your  abominable  Wickednefs 
committed  by  whipping  ObadUh  Holems  the  Bapti  ftwith  forty 
Stripes  fave.one,  it  feems  the  old  Father  of  ail  Whippers  abou  t 
Religion, loads  his  whippingChildrea  in  one  Way,and  fets  them 
their  deceitful  Bounds,  and  may  be  he  and  they  his  Children 
may  bring  Scripture  and  Example  for  Forty  Stripes  fave  one. 
But  why  would  you  not  difpute  the  Point  with  J)badiahy 
when  he  fo  fairly  offered  it  at  your  torturing  Place,  and  the 
man  you  may  remember  brought  his  Bible  to  your  Whip- 
pir.g-Poft  to  prove  his  Principle  and  Fra&ice  by  Scripture, and 
difprove  your  Principles  and  Practices  by  the  fame*,  but  your 
Godly  Magiftrate,  as  you  called  him,  told  him  that  was  no 
Place  to  difpute  in,  or  Words  to  that  parpofe,  and  foyou 
whipt  him  in  cruel  manner  forty  Stripes  fave  one : And  his 
Fellow  that  was  with  him  an  aged  honeft  man,  you  whipt  ab 
fo  in  cruel  manner,  and  would  have  whipt  CDrkj.%  you  laid, 
had  you  not  had  Money  given  you : But  where  did  you  iearti 
in  Law  or  Gofpelto  take  Money  for  not  whipping  them  that 
dcfdrvcd  Whipping  ? Behold  your  bafe  Dunghil  Spirits  in 
which  you  aft  ! 

And  you  may  remember,  that  when  one  of  your  own  Mem* 
bers  or  Brethren,  though  not  in  Cruelty,  namely  John  Spar, 
beheld  your  Barbarous  proceedings,  and  the  man’s  then  Chri- 
ftian  like.  Deportment  under  the  T yranny  of  your  Tormenter, 
who  in  violent  manner  in  the  Face  of  the  People,  after  your 
Jezabel- Letture  at  Bojien , gave  him  Forty  Stripes  fave  one 
upon  his  naked  Body,  the  which  John  Spur  beholding,  was 
moved  with  Pity, and  in  the  Brokennefs  and  Tendernefs  of  his 
Heart  could  do  no  lefs  then  take  the  man  by  the  Hand,  and 
gave  thanks  inthe  Man’s  behalf  to  God,  who  had  carried  him 
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through  fo  great  an  Excrcife,  with  fo  much  Joy  and  Patience® 
for  which  John  Spur  was  fent  for  to  your  Scat  of  the  Whore 
and  Beaft  at  Bojlony,  and  there  was  fined  for  giving  Thanks  to 
God,  asaforefaid,  the  Sum  of  Forty  Shillings  •,  and  this  was 
for  taking  the  Man  by  the  Hand,  and  giving  Thanks  to  God, 
after  he  had  been  whipt  Forty  Stripes  lave  one. 

So  all  People  may  fee  what  blind  Zeal  will  hurry  ProfefTors 
on  to  do,  drink  Blood,  and  defire  to  drink  more  and  more* 
and  thirft  more  and  more  after  Blood,  as  w ill  in  time  be  ma- 
nifeft  to  all  feber  People.  Oh  drunken  ProfefTors  and  Talkers 
of  God  Chrift  and  Ordinances ! but  poflefs  nothing  but  CrueH 
ty  and  Deceit.  How  are  you  trade  drunk  with  the  Cup  of 
Abomination  ? What  more  abominable,  then  for  men  to  rent 
and  tear  the  Flefh  off  the  Backs  of  Men  and  Women  like 
Dogs,  and  all  about  Religion,  and  yet  fay  no  infallible  Spirit 
to  be  known  now  adays,  fo  then  they  thcmfelves  may  be 
wrong  as  well  as  any. 

Oh  how  have  thefe  ProfefiTors  like  Dragons  fmote  with 
Head  and  Tail  ( the  falfe  Hireling  Priefts,  the  Head,  and  the 
Earthly  Power  the  Tail ) at  all  Appearances  of  God  ever  fince 
they  ufurped  Authority,  never  given  nor  granted  them  by  God 
nor  man,  witnefs  their  Pattent  given  them  by  the  King;  re- 
pugnant to  fueh  Gruel  Proceedings  againft  tender  Conferen- 
ces. And  how  have  you  vented  your  Folly, and  made  your  Mad- 
ne's  tmnifeft,  by  your  bafe  reproachful  Language-,  commonly 
vented  like  Floods  after  them  that  could  not  fubmit  to  your 
Bundle  of  wit).  Worfhip, calling  that  good  Ifiand  which  took  up® 
as  I may  fay,  your  Banifhed,  and  yielded  to  them  through  the 
Blefiing  of  God  its  Increafe, which  you  commonly  would  call  it, 
Rogues  Ijlandy  and  in  my  Hearing  fome  of  your  Members 
commonly  would  fay  that  none  but  Whores  and  Rogues  went 
thither  A bafe  envious  Term  and  Name,  by  which  the  Rarw 
cor  of  your  Spirits  doth  appear  to  all  fober  People. 

Oh  the  exceeding  Cruelty  that  appears  in  your  plearts,  and 
becaufe  I would  have  you  fenfible  of  your  own  Iniquity  and 
mourn  under  it,  I may  fet  one  thing  more  before  you  in  order* 
and  that  is  this. 
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When,  or  foon  after  you  had  made  your  Decree,  tha tnone 

fhsuld  be  received  to  inhabit  within  your  JurifdiLhon?  but  fitch 
as  jhould  be  allowed  by  fame  of  the  Magiftrates , thinking  thereby 
to  keep  up  your  invented  B ilding,  and  Babylomfh  Tower  of 
Will  worrhip  : And  how  bountifully  hath  the  Lord  handed 

forth  to  you,  by  railing  up  Teftimony  after  Teftimony  againfl 
all  your  unequal  Proceedings,  and  1 may  here  rehearf:  one 
before  named,  (viz.)  John  Wheelwright. 

„/£_  Fir  ft  9 Saii'fohe,  This  Law  doth  leave  thefe weighty  matters 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  receiving  or  resetting  fuch  as  come  over 
toths  Approbation  of  Magi ft  rates  , and fuf pend  thofe  things  to 
the  Judgement  of  Man?  whereas  the  Judgement  is  God's?  Deut. 
i.  17.  Th;s  is  made  a G round-  work^of graft  Popery?  Pnefts  and 
Mag iftrates  are  to  judge?  but  it  mnft  be  according  to  God's  Law? 
Deut.  17.  9, 10,  1 t . That  Law  which  gives  that  ( without  Li- 
mitation ) which  is  proper  to  God  cannot  be  juft. 

Secondly , Becaufe  here  is  Liberty  given  by  this  Law  to  expel 
and  rejetl  thofe  which  are  meft  Eminent  Chrijhans?  if  they  fuits 
not  with  the  Difpofitwn  of  the  Magistrates?  whereby  it  will  come 
topaft?  that  Thrift  and  his  Members  will  find  worfe  Entertain* 
ment  amongfi  m?  then  Abraham  and  ] faac  did  amongfi  the  Phi* 
liftines,  then  Jacob  amongfi  the  Scchcmltch  then  Let  amongfi 
the  Sodomites,  then  the  Israelites  amongfi  the  Egyptians*,  Thefe 
all  gave  leave  to  God's  People  toft  down  amongfi  them?  though 
( they)  could  not  claim  Right  as  the  Kings  Subjects  may  now 
'^m^That  Law,  the  Execution  whereof  may  make  us  more  cru~ 
eland  tyrannical  over  God’s  Children  then  Pagans  and  Sodo  * 
Sflit  ^therefore  it  mufi  need*  be  mo  ft  wicked  and  fitful. 

Thirdly,  This  Law  doth  croft  many  Laws  of  Chrift?  Chrift 
would  have  us  to  render  Unto  Carfar  the  things  that  are  Cacfar  s , 
Mat.  12.  1 1 . but  thfe  Law  wiM  not  give  unto  the  Kings  May ft  y 
his  Right  of  planting  fome  of  his  Subjetts  among  ft  m except  they 
fltafe  them . 

C hrift  bids  m not  to  forget  to  entertain  Strangers?  Heb.  13.2. 

But  by  this  Law  we  mufi  not  entertain  for  any  continuance  of 

time  fuch  Strangers  as  the  Mtgiftr  ate  $ tikg  not?  though  they  be 
never fo  gracimsy  allowed  of  by  God  and  Good  Men?  except  we 


Will  forfeit  them  our  whole  Ejlates,  it  may  be  a not  much  more  theft 
out  Eft  (ties  come  unto. 

Fourthly  ,Ckrifl  command:  m to  do  good  unto  all  font  efpecially  tut 
to  them  of  the  Houfhold  of  Faith.  Gal. 6 .iQ.thi*  Law  gives  Liberm 
ty  to  do  hurt  unto  aU,  efpecially  unto  them  of  t he  Hou field  of  Faith . 
Many  other  Laws  there  are  of  Chrijlf, aith  Wheelwright,  which 
this  Law  dafheth  againfi,and therefore  is  mof  wicked  and  finful. 
And  fo  far  John  Wheelwright  in  his  Teft-imony  againft  your  Law 
or  ungodly  Decree,  which  Mayings  of  his  are  come  to  pafs,and 
you  have  exceeded Philifiims,  Egyptians  zndSodomites^o  it  may 
be  truly  faid  who  is  like  unto  you, Priefts, Magnates  and  Pro- 
feflors  of  New-  England,  in  Cruelty, Boldnefs  and  Prefumption? 

Oh  that  you  would  be  ftirred  up  to  fearch  what  the  matter 
is  that  the  Lord  is  fo  difpleafed  with  you  ! it  feems  to  me  and 
many  more,  he  is  making  you, an  Example  to  many  Nations, & 
Ihope,  and  do  believe  it  will  be  for  good  to  many  in  thefe 
Kingdoms  of  England , Scotland , Ireland  and  Holland,  with 
ail  their  Territories,  when  they  fhali  hear,  behold  and  con* 
fider  what  the  Lord  is  doing,  and  (uffeiing  to  come  to  pafs 
upon  a People  that  made  a great  fhew,and  a great  talk  of  God, 
Chrift  and  Ordinances,  but  in  ti  e very  time  ef  this  great  talk 
and  profelfion,  brought  forth  naore  Oppreffion  then  Egypt  and 
Sodom , and  have  indeed  done  worfe  then  all  the  Nations  round 
about,  and  therefore  thou  muft  drink  of  the  Cup  of  terrible 
Amazement  and  Attoni  liment,  poured  out  by  a Juft  Hand,  as 
from  God  upon  thy  Inhabitants,  Oh  N>  w England ! 

And  the  Lord  God  grant  for  his  Mercy  fake-  that  the  Inha..’ 
bitants  of  our  poor  Lands  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland, 
may  be  warned,  that  ro  they  may  no  longer  follow  your  per- 
nicious Ways,  and  bring  like  punifhment  upon  tbeml'elves  as 
you,  oh  people  of  New  England  have  done,  by  provoking  a 
Longfuffering  God,  who  hath  indeeS  born  long  your  unrigh- 
teous Ways  and  Doings. 

Oh  how  hath  the  Father  and  Author  of  all  Perfecution  about 
Religion,  and  your  dcceitfu'  Hearts  fitted  you  for  a Day  of 
Slaughter!  How  are  your  young,  as  well  as  your  old  men  be- 
comes Scorn  and  Derifion  in  Cities  and  Countries!  and  arc 
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pot  the  Fruits  of  the  corrupt  Tree  found  amongyon?  Tsitot* 
Drunkennefs,  Gamings  Cheating  and  Cozening  found  among 
you,  that  it's  even  become  a By  Word,  There  is  4 New  Eng- 
land Cheat,  take  heed  of  a New- England  Cheat. 

And  how  afhamed  are  your  prophane  and  Profeflors,  to 
hear  one  tell  them  of  their  and  your  pranks ! they  cannot  en- 
dure to  be  told  of  your  Laws  • to  whip,  banifh,  cut  off  Ears, , 
fpoil  Goods  and  hang  at  laft,  Diflentcrs  from  them  in  Religi- 
on, while  themfelves  fay  it’s  a great  and- damnable  Here fie  te 
hold  Infallibility  in  the  things  of  God,  and  that  a man  ninft  grove 
his  Justification  by  bis  S anil  fication-,  and  that  there  art  D Ju- 
ft on  s in  the  Witnefl  of  the  Spirit,  and  Sanbhfication  trsufl  be  the 
Judge  of  the  Witnefs  of  the  Spirited  that  the  Seal  of  the  Ffnrit 
is  not  the  holy  Ghofi  in  us,  and  the  Witnefs  of  the  fpirit  is  only 
mediate,  and  not  immediate  *,  and  to  fay  that  Chnfi  is  our  fan- 
Flifhation-,  is  a damnable  Deflrine. 

And  do  you  not  fay,  that  God  b>und  himfelf  in  an  everU. 
fling  Covenant  of  Grace  to  the  legitimate  Seed  of  them  that  bs~ 
in  Church-covenant-,  and  that  Children  are  left  under  an  ever- 
lafling  Covenant , by  leaving  them  under  Church  covenant ; and 
that  there  is  a running  over  of  G race  from  the  Father  to  the  C hil- 
dren  in  the  Way  of  Church  covenant  •,  and  that  Children  by 
Church  covenant,  are  born  in  an  Eternal  Covenant.  Seethe 
Elders  Tenent:  in  the  Bay,  with  much  more  confufed  Stuff  too 
long  to  1’rhe  or  read  unlefs  it  were  better. 

Bur  idmit  a!!  this  were  as  true,  as  it  is  falfe  and  blafphemous,- 
would  any  foberManor  Woman  think  this  to  belong  or  ap- 
pertain to  that  whipping  Church,  and  Church-members  of 
JlA  if.  En<  la-  d ? 

Let  them  lay  afide  their  long  Prayers,'  and  then  tell  me 
what  ,:s  left  among  them,  that  will  either  enchant  the  Eye  or 
Ear  of  any  fober  Man?  for  are  they  not  as  Earthly  minded,  as 
Pro  d ‘pirited  as  any,  as  Envious  as  any,  and  yet  would  be 
accounted  the  Members  ef  the  Church  of  Chrift. 

Oh  bow  arc  you  yet  pulling  down  as  with  a Cart- Rope  the 
Judgement  begun  in  your  Land  and  Country  ! witnefs  your 
new-found  ways  to  torture  and  tear  like  Dogs  the  Flefh  of  the 
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Gonfcientious,  who  are  clear  of  your  Calamities,  in  the  Sight 
of  God,  though  it  may  be  fome  of  their  Earthly  Houfes  may 
fall,  by  the  H aads  of  the  barbarous  Indians , as  many  have  fal- 
len by  the  Hands  of  barbarous  Projejfors  •,  but  I fay,  they 
are  clear  of  thofe  Calamities,  and  not  at  all  engaged  in  your 
Quarrels  which  you  have  brought  upon  your  (elves,  through 
your  Pride  and  unequal  Dealing  with  Diflenters  in  matters  of 
Religion,  and  by  your  treacherous  Pra&ices  toward  the  Jndi. 
ans , all  which  crieth  very  loud  for  Vengeance,  however  you 
may  think  to  hide  your  felves  with  Flattering  Printed  Papers, 
yet  your  Filtbinefs  doth  appear  and  cannot  be  hid. 

And  you  have  now  found  out  anew  way  to  torture  the  Con- 
feientious  People(vizJ year  G antelop  and  Whipywith  which  you 
whip  an  Hundred  Stripes.  Oh  how  are  you  grown  in  Cruelty! 
from  forty  Stripes  fave  one,  and  two  Pounds  Fine,  to  an  hun- 
dred Stripes,  and  five  Pounds  Fine,  and  this  with  youro'd 
Laws  new  revived,  you  have  got  up  at  Bofton  to  torture  thofe 
that  are  no  ways  engaged  in  your  Quarrel  ( as  I laid  before  ) 
and  puniftitnens  which  God  hath  certainly  brought  upon  you, 
for  all  your  Abominations. 

But  through  and  over  all  the  Cruelty  of  your  Gan  telop  the 
Lord  hath  born  a little  one,  and  though  you  had  Power  to  hale 
this  mortal  Body  through  your  many  whipping  profefibrs  and 
prophane,  yet  the  ■ Testimony  lives  ever  all,  and  isafweet 
Savour  unto  God,  to  whom  be  praises  forever,  and  evermore 

And  I hope  all  that  fear  the  Lord,  both  fmall  and  great  will 
befound  in  the  fame  Teftimony,  and  t©  it  ftand  to  the  proife 
and  glory  of  God,  who  is  now  requiring  at  your  Hands  the 
Blood  of  his  innocent  Servants  and  Martyrs,  (lain  by  that  mur- 
dering Spirit,  which  in  Perfecutors  hath  lived,  reigned  and 
aGed,  from  the  Day  of  righteous  jlbcl,  unto  this  Day. 

And  now  you  would  pick  a new  Quarrel  with  the  Quakers, 
and  fay,  They  fet  their  Pofis  by  God's  Ft  fis , and  their  Thief \ 
holds  to  Cod's  Threjholdsy  and  you  are  troubled  th at  ma  jhcnld 
]oy n his  Pofis  to  God’s  Pejls^  and  his  Thrtjholds  to  God's  T hr  if. 
holds , and  that  in  the  open  Met  tings  of  the  Quakers,  whofc 
damnable  Dettrincs  and  Blafphcmiet  provoke  divine  {ealonfie. 
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But  you  have  not  t Id  us  what  thofe  pernicious  Tenents  are 
that  are  preached  in  the  Quakers  Meetings,  no  more  then  you 
did  of  Ann  Hatchirfm  whom  you  banilh’d  for  her  Tellimony, 
as  hath  been  hinted. 

But  to  whom  fhe  Id  man  joyn  his  Pojis  and  Thresholds  > if 
he  have  any  to  joyn,  as  you  fay  ye  have?  I hope  nonewiiJ 
be  fo  blind  and  ignorant  as  to  let  their  Pods  or  Thrcihold  to 
the  Devil’s  Pod,  and  the  Profeffors  of  New- England' s Polls, 
viz.their  whipping  Poll  or  Gallows  Polls, no  nor  yet  joyn  their 
Tnrefhold  to  t eir  Goal  Threlholds,  nsr  their  BridweL 
Threlhold,  devilifh  (laughter  houfe  Threfholds,  over  which, 
and  in  which,  Profeflbrs  and  Talkers  of  God  and  Chrift  do  and 
have  haled  over  Lambs  and  Followers  of  Cbrid,  and  in  which 
they  crop  their  Ears,  and  out  of  which  they  bring  them  in 
their  Wills  and  Madaefs,  andbanilh,  whip  and  hang  them  in 
their  blind  Zeal. 

And  you  can  take  God's  Pods  which  he  through  the  Ope- 
ration of  his  Everlading  and  Eternal  Spirit  hath  fitted  and  pre- 
pared for  his  holy  Building,  and  bang  them  upon  the  Devil’s 
Pods  (viz,.)  your  Gallows  pods,  and  fet  them  to  your  whip- 
ping-pods, and  fport  your  felves  with  tearing  and  rending 
their  naked  Backs,  and  Arms,  and  tender  Breads  of  Men  and 
Women  with  forty  Stripes  fav*e  one,  and  fometimes  an  hun- 
dred. Oh  bloody  Butchers  of  Profedors ! how  do  you  d nek 
of  Blood,  of  Innocent  Blood.  And  now  after,  and  for  all  thefe 
Abominations  which  you  have  committed  againd  the  Lord 
God,  and  his  Appearance  in  his  Sous  and  Daughters,  Servants 
and  Handmaids,  upon  whom  he  hath  in  thefe  latter  Dayes 
poured  out  of  his  Spirit,  according  to  the  Scriptures  and  the 
Promife  of  God,  and  that  upon  fome  amongd  your  felves, 
which  called  to  you  to  mind  the  Light  and  Spirit,  and  its 
Teaching*  and  alfo  cried  out  againd  your  Idolatrous  Pratftu- 
ces,  and  confufcd  Principles  ^ and  againd  your  fruiting  Spi« 
rits,and  that  before  that  reproachful  Name  of  Quaker  got  up, 
all  which  you  have  evilly  intreated,  banilhing  fome,  and  whip- 
ping others,  before  the  Quakers  were  lent  from  God  to  call 
you  to  Repentance,  and  Amendment  of  Life,  that  you  might* 
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not  dye  in  your  Sins>  buttheie  you  tnoft  Evilly  Intreatcd. 

And  now" the  Lord  fpr  his  own  EledVs  Sake  is  rifen  to  take 
Vengeance,  and  make  Inquiry  after  Innocent  Blood,  which 
y®ur  proud  and  earthly  Hearts  have  drunk  in  , and  was  hid 
through  Deceit. 

And  the  Lord  God  is  c aking  you,  as  I may  fay,  as  a Sign 
to  many  Nations,  that  fhall  coolly,  and  feriouliy  hear  and 
confider  what  you  have  profefled,  and  what  brought  forth  •,  and 
now  you  would  fain  hide  your  delves  a little  longer,  an  d fay, 
' The  Quaker  it  the  chief  C a ufe  of  our  AT f cry,  a>,d  he  yyns  his 
Threjhvlds  to  God's  Thu fluids , arid  his  Pcfis  to  God’s  Pops , and 
that'  in  the  open  Adet  tings  oj  the  Quakers,  wliofe  blajpkemciu 
Principles , &c. 

but  ye  have  not  printed  their  Principles  that  ye  ca-1  foprover- 
king  Divine  Jealoufie,  no  more  then  you  printed  Williams  his 
Principles  whom  you  banifhed,  nor  yet  John  wheelwright* 
Principles,  which  fet  the  Pricfts  and  Profeffors  in  New- Eng* 
land  in  an  Uproar  in  the  Year  One  Thoufand  Six  Hundred 
IhirrySix. 

but  John  wheelwright  fpoke  many  things  which  are  now 
conre  to  pais ; and  al!o  bore  Teftinfrcny  to  the  Light.  P cad 
part d'  his  Sermon  preached  at  Bofion,  which  provoked  Joe* 
lovfic,  but  not  Divine,  but  Devilifh  Jcaloufie. 

And  in  his  third  Life  in  that  Sermon,  did  he  h t fay,  The 
fecond  Sort  of  People  that  were  to  be  condemned,  * re  all  fuch , as 
do  fet  themf elves  again  ft  the  Lord  Jeftts  C hrifi,  fuels  arc  the 
grtueft  Emmies  to  the  State  as  can  be , if  they  can  have  their 
Wills , yon  fee  what  a lamentable  State,  both  Church  and  Cem, 
monwcalth  will  be  in,  then  we  fhall  have  need  of  mourning,  the 
Lord  cannot  endure  thefe  that  are  Enemies  to  himfelfiand  Kin V- 
dom,  and  People, and  unto  the  Good  of  his  Chare  h’Juch  fhall  never 
be  able  to  prevail  againfi  the  Lord  .What  will  be  the  End  and  If- 
fue  think  you,if  People  do  fet  themfelves  againfi  the  Way  of  Grace 
and  the  Lord  jtfm  Chrifi  ? This  rail  be  the  Iffueof  it,  thefe 
that  eppefe  the  Ways  of  Grace,  and  refifi  the  Truth,  they.fln.il 
*wax  worfe  and  worse, 2 T im.  3 . 8 .they  may  happily  proceed  ft ; rent 
Way,  but  t he  time  fhall  cuyne  that  they  fhall  go  no  Junker,  and  by 
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Reafon  of  the  Agitation  of  things  it  will  come  to  pdfs,  that  the 
Church  will  be  cleared, and your  Felly  manifested  unto  all  men,fi 
faith  the  Ape  file,  It  is  a hard  thing  to  kick  againft  the  Pricks, 
A Li  s 9,5.  Whoever  ft  rove  again Ji  God  and  profpered  ? Jf  men 
or  women  fall  upon  the  Lord  fefiu  Chrifi  they  breaks  but  if  the 
Lord  Jcfm  Chrifi  fall  on  them  he  will  grind  them  to  Powder  : If 
any  fall  upon  Chrifi,  and  will  not  let  Chrifi  alone , but  fall  upon 
them  which  bold  him,  andwiU  abufe  them , and  be  buffeting  the 
Lord  Jefm  Chrifi , there  is  never  a Stroke  they  give,  but  maizes 
Wounds  in  their  Confidences , but  if  they  wiH  be  heaving  01H 
Chrifi  they  fihall find  it  the  keaviefi  Stone  that  ever  was  •,  it 
Will  fall  and  grind  them  to  Powder , if People  fie  t the  mfie  Ives  a. 
gain fi  the  Lord,  and  the  Ways  of Grace,  and  his  Tn.th  this  wii 
be  the  l )fue  of  it  on  their  Part  ),  either  thofe  that  fiet  tbemfilves 
again fi  the  Ways  of  God,  they  wiUbe  put  to  filence  by  the  Light 
that  cometh  from  Chrtfi ; for  finch  Truths  come  with  finch  Light 
and  Power  that  they  JhaM  be  fio  convinced , as  that  they  jhalt  not 
be  able  to  fipeaf^any  more  in  the  Cafe , as.  Chrifi  put  down  thofie 
that  came  agamfi  him , fio  that  they  durfi  askjhim  no  more  s^ue- 
flions  ; and  fio  there  cometh  finch  a Power  from  the  Word  held 
forth  by  the  Saints  of  God,  that  it  wit  firiek#  Fear  ipto  their 
Hearts  that  eppofie  it ; what  ailefi  thou  O Jordan  that  the  Floods 
go  backj  Tremble  thou  Earth  at  the  Prefence  of  the  Lord . 
They  that  came  to  Chrifi  feS  bac^,  there  cometh  a divine  Power 
from  the  Lord  that  turnetb  them  all  bact^;  the  Lord  will  firick* 
with  Trembling  thofe  that  come  againft  Jerufalem  e,  or  if  they  be 
not  put  to  filence , it  will  come  to  pafs  in  time,  they  will fall  i <to  a 
Wonderful  Strong  Pajfion , and  mil  quarrel  with  the  Saints  of 
God . It  was  the  Cafe  of  Zedekiah  with  Michaiah,  the  Quc* 
ftion  was  , which  of  them  had  the  Spirit  ofGodj  and  he  e rnes  and 
f mites  the  Prophet  Michaiah  on  the  Cheeky  but  the  Spirit  of  God 
is  not  a fmiting  Spirit # Stephen  convinced  the  Jews,  and  did 
by  the  Power  of  the  holy  Ghofi  Evidence  his  Caufe  to  be  the  Caufie 
of  God, and  they  were  notable  to  refifi  the  Spirit  by  which  he  fpakjt 
and  they  came  and  run  upon  him , why  do  ye  refifi  the  holy  Ghofi 
( faith  he  )what  maketh  the  Sin  againft  the  holy  Ghofi, but  En- 
Ughtningy  and  fitting  themfilves*againft  the  way  of  Truth, and 


perfecting  it  in  Afflict  md  Wrath.  Ic  is  a feat  full  thing  to 
fall^nto  theHands  of  the  Living  God  , A/<sfu  o.  3 1 . For  our  God 
is  a confirming  Fire,  Let  every  one  {in  the  Fear  of  God)  have 
a Care  how  they  fet  themfelvts  again ft  the  ‘Truth , and  Ways  of 
God,  and  the  Ways  offefm  Shrift  3 for  we  mu  ft  all  appear  he- 
fore  the  Judgement  Seat  of  Chrift,  2 Cor.  5.  10. 

Thus  much  of  the  Sermon  preached  by  John  Wheelwright, 
in  the  Year  1636. 

By  which  you  ProfcfiTors  of  New-  England  may  fee  how 
prophetical  he  fpake  of  what  iscometopafs  and  fulnlied  on 
you,  ashefaid,  If  People  did  fet  thernfe  Ives  toOppcfe  and  Re* 
ftft  the  Grace  of  God,  and  his  Way  and  Truth  (.as  you  have 
done)  fttchJhuB  wax  worfe  and  worfe.  And  are  you  not  more 
and  more  enraged,  and  crying  out  Blafphemy  and  Herefic  ? 
but  have  not  given  Account  what  thofc  Blafphemetu  and  Here- 
tical Principles  are,  againft  which  you  have  fet  your  felves  this 
Thirty  or  Forty  Years.  And  why  did  you  not  print  Ohadiah 
Horne  $ Principles,  to  whom  you  gave  Forty  Stripes  fave  one, 
and  his  FeUow- Sufferer’s  Principles,  whom  you  alfo  whipped 
in  a Cruel  Manner  ? So  it  feems  all  mull  fare  alike  that  fute  net 
with  your  Will- worfhip.  But  now  of  late  you  have  printed 
againft  the  Quakers,  but  give  no  Account  either  what  they  fay, 
do  or  hold,  which  feems  to  me  to  be  very  brutifh,  and  below 
common  Civility  or  Manhood  : You  fee,  I do  not  fo  by  you  ^ 

but  plainly  tell,  what  you  fay,  do  and  hold,  and  may  cn- 
larg.  upon  all,  if  I have  been  toofeant  in  my  Account,  nei- 
ther indeed  would  I be  willing  to  be  otherwise  dealt  with  in 
fuch  a Cafe. 

What!  are  you  fo  Mad  drunk  with  Blood,  that  ye  care 
not  either  what  you  do,  fay,  or  print?  You  have  no  need  to 
make  your  felves  more  naked. 

Could  not  your  Secretary  Raw  fin,  which  hath  partaken 
with  you  in  your  Wickednefs  and  Folly,  and  hashed  a large 
fcopeof  Blood  with  yon,  adviftd  you  belter  th  en  to  put  in 
print  fuch  a piece  of  Felly  ? Why  did  you  net  fet  him  to  work, 
and  print  the  .Quakers  Abominable  BlajpLe  vies  and  Idolatries , 
as  you  call  them,  that  fo  sil  People  might  have  j.  tlgrd  of  the 

D u Matters, 
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Matters,  or  elfe  kept  his  printed  Piece  in  IS! eve* England  ? for 
People  here  in  England,  even  many  Prophane  Ones,  and 
much  more  fuber  Mea  and  Women,  know  the  Quakers 
Principles  and  Conversion  alfo,  and  are  not  willing  to  clofe 
their  Eyes,  as  Profeilhrs  in  N-vt*  England  have,  and  here  in 
England  likewise  many  Profeflbrs  do. 

Its  well  known  Rawfon  hath  Envy  enough  in  his  Heart  to 
lay  open  ^takers  Faults,  if  he  could  find  fuch  great  ones  ; 
bin  maybe  he  intends  to  wrap  the  Lambs  in  Wolves  Skins, 
111  e ne  of  their  Prtelts,  who  was  talking  of  the  Quak^rs^  and 
was  asked,  Why  they Jh»uld fujftr  fo  deeply,  or  the  like,  feeing 
no  Evil  'Thing  was  proved  again  ft  them  ? Why  ((aid  the  Prieft, 
or  Words  to  that  purpofc)  in  cafe  you  have  a Wolf  in  your  Trap , 
bat  may  be  cannot  prove  he  kitted  a Lamb , or  the  like , but  he  is  a 
Wolf,  and  of  fuch  a Nature  as  will  do  M if  chief  i Jo  he  mu  ft  not 
go,  and  the  Quaker  mu  ft  fuff'er  though  nothing  can  be  proved  a* 
gainft  him  or  than,  but  in  the  Trap  he  is.  And  may  be  that  is 
the  Matter  that  you  go  aboard  Ships,  and  Rifle  the  Qggkerj, 
and  then  carry  them  into  Prifon,  and  lock  them  up,  may  be 
when  they  have  been  long  tolled  upon  the  Sea,  and  would 
gladly  enjoy  a little  frefh  Air  and  Viftuals. 

Well,  the  Lord  God,  agiinft  whom  you  have  done  Evil, 
above  what  can  be  laid  or  written  with  Tongue  or  Pen  of  man, 
open  your  Blin  i Eyes ; yea,  if  you  could  come  to  him  who 
is  the  Light  and  Life  of  all  Good  Men  and  W omen  •,  he,  I fay, 
would  anoint  your  Eyes,  that  the  God  of  this  Wicked  World, 
to  wit , the  Devil,  hath  blinded,  and  then  would  you  fee  as 
you  are  feen,  and  be  humbled  before  the  Lord  God  of  Ever- 
iffliiig  Pity,  which  hath  no  Plearufe  in  him  that  dyes,  who 
indeed  would  have  all  return  and  live.  A Remnant  there  is 
that  know,  he  is  a very  Pitiful  God,  and  a Gracious  God,  a 
Sift-pardoning  God,  a God  that  blots  out  iniquity  as  its  turn- 
ed from  5 therefore  turn  ye  all  People  to  the  Light  •,  for  God 
is  Light,  aud'his  Son  is  Light ; fo  love  the  Light,  and  ye  love 
God  and  his  Son,  who  is  come  a Light  into  the  World,  that 
w’nofoever  believes  in  him  and  follows  him,  fhould  not  abide 
in  Darknefs,  nor  Envy,  nor  Anger,  nor  Wrath,  nor  Malice, 


but  come  to  Love,  which  (thinks,  muchlefs)  does  noEvilto 
any  man  ; and  fo,  live  in  God,  who  is  Love:  but.firft  they 
muft  come  out  ot  the  Devil,  who  was,  is,  and  ever  will  be 
a Murderer  of  Mankind,  both  Soul  and  Body,  without  they 
turn  from  him,  and  deny  his  wicked  Spirit ; and  in-deed,  the 
Fruits  ofhisfpirit  arc  manifeft,  which  are  Anger, Wrath,YVhif- 
perings,  Evi’-furmifings,  &d,  which  being  lived  in,  grow  to 
Baniflhings,  Whippings,  Cutting  off  Ears,  Hanging  and  Mur- 
dering about  Religion,  and  what  not  that  is  Aboninable;  and 
againft  fuch  Wickedncfs  there  is  a Law  of  God  and  Man  : 
But  the  Fruits  of  God’s  Holy  Spirit  are  Qrietnefs,  Meeknefs, 
Lowlinefs,  Temperance,  Brotherly- kindnefs.  Merciful  as  God 
is  Merciful,  againft  fuch  there  is  no  Law  ; for  all  Law  is  for 
fuch,  I mean,  not  all  mens  Laws  or  Decrees  which  are  made 
againft  the  Innocent  ; but  all  Good,  Juft  and  Equal  Laws,  are 
not  againft,  but  for, all  fuch  as  truly  Fear  the  Lord,  and  work 
Righteoufnefc,  and  abide  in  him, who  is  the  Author  of  all  Good, 
to  whom  be  Praifc  forever,  Amen.,

7/y,  Whether  is  this  t!  e God  that  you  have  made  in  the 
Wildernefs  of  New  England^d  worfhipped  it?.  Surely  Chrift 
will  break  it  to  Powder,  and  put  it  into  your  River  to  drink, as 
Mofes  did  Ifrael’s  Calf. 

And  over  your  Red  Sea  God’s  Heavenly  Ifrael  fhall  go 
dry-fhod,  and  on  the  Banks  above  it , they  fhall  ftand  and 
praife  God,  and  fee  you  wallowing  in  your  own  Red  Sea  of 
Blood,  who  purfuc  after  the  Blood  of  the  Righteous,  to 
bring  them  into  your  Spiritual  Houfe  of  Bondage  : but  God 
will  bring  your  Counfel  to  nought,  as  he  did  your  Fore  father. 
Pharaoh  and  his  Hoft  : 

For  wherein  do  ye  differ  from  all  the  Monftrous  Births  of 
the  World,  with  your  Flefhly  Carnal  Weapons,  again  ft  the 
Birth  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit,  and  the  Womb  of  the  Morn- 
ing,  JeritfaUtn , which  is  above,  who  is  free,  and  her  Chil- 
dren, which  is  the  Mother  of  us  all  True  Chriftians.  For,  the 
moft  Monftrous  Births,  which  have  been  brought  forth  in  ma- 
ny Ages, in  all  Nations,are  now  brought  forthin  New- England^ 
whoout'ftrip  theTer^r,  and  far  have  out-done  theBifhops, 
from  whofc  face  you  lied  ? And  how  can  you  ever  any  more 
exclaim  againrt  the  Cruelty  of  the  Papifts  ? And  have  not  the 
Chriftians  more  Liberty  amongft  the  Turks^ then  amongft  you? 

8 ly,  And  whether  have  not  you  drfhonoured  Chnftianuy \ 
more  then  the  Turks , in  your  Lives  and  Actions,  and  the  Jews, 
who  crucified  Chrift  without  the  Gates  of  Jerufalemd  but 
you,  who  go  under  the  Name  of  Chriftians , perfecute  and 
crucifie  him  in  his  Members  within  your  Jurifdi&ion,  and  eve* 
sry  Appearance  of  God,  as  they  and  all  may  fee,  that  have  ta- 
ken a Profpeil  of  your  Proceedings  in  New- England. 


You 


YOu  Profeffors  and  Priefts  of  New-  England)  did  the  King 
give  you  Liberty  for  your  S'  editions  Conventicle  beyond 
the  Seas,  and  give  you  a Patent  for  your  Liberty,  and  that 
none  others  Jhould  have  their  Liberty  in  New*  England  hut  year 
fclves  ? And  doth  your  Patent  fay,  That  yon  run  ft  Imprifn, 
Bumfs,  Whip,  Spoil  t Joe  Goods  of  all  them  that  will  not  conform 
to  your  Wtll-Worjhip,  and  Blind  Zeal,  and  Self- Pightecufnefs 
and  Formalities  ; and  if  any  do  return  after  that  you  have  hani- 
jhedthem , then  you  are  to  Hang  them,  as  yon  have  dene-,  and 
fitch  as  come  to  vift  them  that  you  do  imprifon,  to.  cut  off  their 
Ears,  and  brand  them  with  a Burning  Iron,  as  yon  have  done, 
that  fpeak, \ again ft  your  Wielded  Proceedings  ? Let  us  fee,  ifthat 
your  Patent  and  the  Scriptures  will  bear  you  out  for  your  Pra- 
ctice, for  your  Hanging,  and  Cutting  off  Ears,  and  Burning 
with  Hot  Irons,  and  Banifhing  the  King’s  Subjects,  and  Im 
prifoning,  and  Spoiling  of  their  Goods,  as  you  have  done,  to 
them  that  would  not  conform  to  your  Dcviidh  Perfecuting 
Spirit. 

And  did  ever  the  Bifhops  Cut  off  any  of  your  Ears,  or 
Brand  you  with  Hot  Irons,  and  Hang  any  of  you,  or  Banifn 
any  of  you,  under  pain  of  Death,  ifthat  you  did  Return,  and 
make  you  pay  FiveShillings  a Day  for  not  hearing  cf  them,and 
beat  you  with  pitcht  Ropes,  and  Cut  off  the  Ears  of  any  that 
came  to  viftt  you,  when  any  of  you  were  in  Piil'on  in  Old 
England. 

And  have  not  you  with  your  cruel, Murderous, Perfecuting  & 
Oppreffmg  Spirit,  hindred  the  King’s  Subjects  for  Peopling 
that  Place;  and  you  to  make  worfe  Laws  againft  the  People 
of  God,  then  ever  the  Bifhops  had  againft  you  ? and  thus  you 
have  adled  contrary  to  the  Scriptures,  and  contrary  to  your 
Patent,  and  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  England , and  are  judged 
of  all,  and  of  God,  and  the  Angels  and  of  all  Good  Men. 

And  are  not  you  Priefis  and  Profcjf  rs  of  New  England,  like 
unto  thofe  Workers  of  Iniquity,  that  David  prayed  againft, 
as  in  Pfal.  64.  when  he  laid,  Hide  me  from  the  fccret  Counfel 
ef  the  Wicked,  from  the  Injury  Elions  cf  the  Workers  of  Ihi. 
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mity,  who  whet  their  Tongues  like  Swords,  and  bend  their 
Bows  to  jkoot  their  Arrows,  even  with  bitter  Words , that  they 
may  jhoot  in  fecret  at  the  Perfect,  &c  ? 

But  to  talk  of  Perfect  and  Perfection  amongfVyou,  your 
imperfect  Spirit  cannot  endure  to  hear:  And  farther,  David 
faith,  They  encourage  themfelves  in  an  Evil  Matter,  they  com* 
mane  of  laying  Snares  privily,  &o.  bat  God  (h^/l  Jhcot  at  them 
with  an  Arrow  fuddenly,  and  they  Jhall  be  w ut  d ed , Jo  they  Jhati 
make  their  own  Tongues  to  fall  upon  themfelves , and  all  that  fee 
them  (hall fi  e away. 

And  does  not  Solomon  fay,  The  Expectation  of  the  Wicked 
frail  p^rijhy  and  their  Tears  Jhall  be  Jhortned,  a d the 
Courf  Is  of  the  Wicked  are  Deceit , and  their  Tender  Mercies 
are  cruel,  the  Billy  of  the  Wicked  JhaM  want,  the  Lamp  of  the 
Wicked  jhall  be  put  cut } the  Sacrifices  of  the  Wicked  are  Abo- 
mination to  the  Lord',  the  Way  of  the  Wicked  is  Abomination  to 
the  Lord,  and  the  T bought s of  the  Wicked  are  Abomination  to 
the  Lord ; the  Ploughing  of  the  Wicked  is  Sin,  and  the  Houfe 
of  the  Wicked  jhall  be  overthrown  • the  Horns  of  the  Wickjd  fnall 
be  cut  off,,  faith  David  ; and  the  Rod  of  the  Wicked Jhall  not  rejl 
upon  the  Back^of  the  Righteous  • and  the  Light  of  the  Wicked 
Jhall  be  put  out , faith  Job  the  Wicked JhadJad  by  hu  own  Wic - 
kjdnefi,  faith  Solomon,  Prov.  11.  5. 

And  therefore  confider  your  felves,  who  have  persecuted 
and  do  perfecute  the  Righteous,  whether  you  muft  not  cat  the 
Fruits  of  your  own  Doings ; and  whether  the  Lord  is  notdo* 
ingfotoyou,  as  you  did  to  his  People:  And  are  you  not  as 
blind  as  the  Jews , that  crucified  Chrift,  and  called  him  a Blafi 
phemtr,  and  faid,  Let  his  Blued  be  upon  iu  and  our  Children  ? 

Did  not  Chrift  Weep  over  Jerufalem,  when  he  would  have 
gathered  them  ? and  did  they  not  caft  away  all  Pity  and  Ten- 
dernefs  of  the  Lord  towards  themfelves?  and  when  he  told 
them  what  Mifery  they  would  come  to,  which  did  come  to 
pafsin  thedayes  of  Titiur  when  Jerufalem  was  Deftroyed* 
md  had  not  they  then  Blood  to  drink,  who  had  drunk  Blood? 

And  have  not  God’s  people  wept,  mourn’d,  travail’d  over 
you  and  for  you.  New- England  Priefis  and  Profjfors}  and 
•'ftjJ!  you  remain  in  your  Hardnefs : For,  what  pleafure  is  it  to 


the Flefh,  or  their  own  Wills,  tor  the  Servants  of  the  Lord# 
both  Men  and  Women,  for  them  to  travail  feme  Hundreds, 
fome  Thoufands  of  Miles,  to  warn  you,  and  exhort  you  to 
fear  God,  and  leave  off  your  Wickednefs  and  Perfection  cf 
people  that  would  be  called  Chriftians , which  have  dishonou- 
red beth  Name  and  Nature,  Life  and  Religion,  from  whom 
Repentance  is  hid  from  many  of  your  Eyes,  and  feveral  of  you 
have  dyed  in  your  Sms  and  Wickednefs,  in  the  Jews  evil 
1 hooehtsf  who  thoi  ght  they  did  God  Good  Service  in  Kitting 
Lis  M<  fingers. 

Oh  ! you  Profdlbrs  and  Prielfs  of  New  England,  that  the 
Sun  fhould  go  down  upon  you,  and  be  fet,  that  you  fhould  be 
lo  dark,  and  not  fee  your  felves : for  the  Jew's  dilcerned  not 
the  Time  of  the  Son’s  Coming  in  the  Flefh,  nor  you  the  Time 
of  his  Coming  in  the  Spirit. 

And  therefore,  once  more  take  heed  of’  the  Lord  God  lea- 
ving you  to  your  'elv  s,  and  giving  you  up  to  your  Hearts 
Lults,  who  have  been  the  Deipifers  of  the  G'  odnefs 
and,  Riches,  and  Forbearance  of  the  Long- fufferirigs  of 
the  Lord  God,  which  would  have  led  you  to  Repentance;

have  treafured  up  Wrath  again  ft  the  Day  of  Wrath,  and  Re* 
velationof  the  Righteous  judgments  of  God;  And  therefore9 
how  can  you  expedt  but  Indignation,  Tribulation  and  Anguilh 
upon  all  you  that  i ave  done  to  many  Wicked  Deeds  againft 
the  Servants  of  the  Lord.and  d tank  their  Blood  ? 

And  therefore,  you  that  b fober  mind  and  confider  thefe 
things,  and  confider  what  Jacob  faid  of  the  Cruelty  and  Vv  rath 
of  Simeon  and  Levi,  O my  Seal,  come  no:  ibeu  into  their  Secret , 
unto  their  Afmbly,mme  Honour  be  not  thou  united  •,  for  in  their 
Huger  the y flew  a Man,  and m their  Self  will  they  diggt d down 
a Wall l and  he  faid,  Curfed  be  their  Anger , far  it  wot  fierce^ 
wvd  their  H rah , for  it  was  cruel . Now  Jacob  was  the  teccnd 
Birth  •,  but  we  do  know,  that  you  that  are  born  of  the  Flefh 
will  perfecutc  him  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit  •,  but  the  Birth  of 
the  Flefh  is  not  a True  Chilian,  neither  can  enter  into  the 
".Kingdom  of  God,  except  ye  be  born  again  ?

THe  Powers  that  are  ordained  of  God,  are  for  the 
Punifhment  of  Evil  doers,  and  for  the  Praife  of  them 
that  do  well ; But  thee,  Richard  Bellingham,  who 
art  accounted  Chief  Magistrate  in  this  place,  haft  not  afted 
by  this  Rule  in  what  thou  haft  done  againft  me ; but  haft  laid 
thy  Sword  upon  theInnocent,for  which  theLord  God  will  plead 
with  thee  and  yourPrieft  whofe  Name  is  Increafe  Madder, who 
was  one  with  thee  in  thy  Cruelty,  and  the  reft  of  your  bre- 
thren, who  we  e prelent  ^ but  the  people  who  came  to 
hear,  thou  turnedft  out  of  thy  Doors,  that  they  might  not 
fee  your  Works  of  Darknefs,  although  I defired  thee,  that 
they  might  fee  what  was  done  ",  for  T ruth  is  net  ajhamed,  nei- 
ther doth  it  hide  it  / elf  in  Corners  ; but  Cruelty  and  Opprefli* 
on  feeks  to  cover  it  Self,  as  lames  Oliver  would  do,  whofaid, 
] was  a Woolf,  and  yon  would  kiM  Wolves ; who  had  nothing  a- 
gainft  me,  to  prove  me  in  that  beaftly  Nature,  but  I was  a 
Stranger  unto  you,  who  are  PrefdTors  of  the  Scriptures, 
which  fay,  You  fnnuld  not  forget  to  Entertain  Strangers  j 
but  this  was  the  Entertainment  I found  amongft  you, 

a 
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a Conftablc  feized  on  me  and  my  Goods,  and  took  them  from 
me  before  I was  on  your  Shore,  and  brought  me  before  thee 
Richard  Bellingham,  who  hadft  nothing  againft  me,  but  that  J 
was  a Quaker,  alfo  asking  me,  what  I came  here  for,  and  how 
long  I would  flay,  and  whither  I would  go  ? my  Anfwer  was, 
I ftood  in  the  Will  of  the  Lord,  and  did  not  know  how  long  I 
fhould  ftay,  nor  whither  I fhould  go,  but  as  rite  Lord  orders 
me.  Thou  faid  if  I fpake  very  meekly,  and  was  a fober  man, 
yet  thou  by  Tempting  Words  foughtft  toin'nare  me,  and  fc<  f- 
fingly  faid,  you  are  free  from  Sin,  are  you  sot?  My  An'wer 
was,  my  Faith  ftands  in  that  Power  which  cleanfeth  my 
Heart  fr.om  dead  Works,  to  ferve  the  Living  God  in  the  New- 
nefsof  Life;  and  the  Grace  of  God  which  brings  Salvation, 
which  hath  appeared  to  all  men,  was  my  Teacher,  which 
taught  the  Saints  of  old  to  deny  all  llngodlinefs  and  Worldly- 
Lufts,  and  to  live  godly  and  foberly  in  this  World,  but  your 
Teacher  Incrsafe  Maider,  faid,  There  vras  nothing  in  him  that 
he  hoped  to  be  faved  by?  and  that  there  was  note  clean  fed 
from  all  Sin  on  this  fide  the  Grave,  and  there  was  none  good-,  no 
not  One.  Unto  whom  1 faid,  Thou  art  a das  k^man,  and  fpeak; 
eft  ignorantly  of  the  Things  of  God,  at  which  thou  role  up  in 
much  Anger,  and  hadft  much  to  do  to  keep  thy  Hands  off  me, 
which  was  not  fcemly  for  a man  that  futeth  on  the  Seat  to  do 
Juflice  : And  fo  thou  fpake  to  thy  Officer  to  take  me  away,.

Oh  how  hath  the  God  of  the  World  blinded  your 
Eyes,  and  filled  your  Hearts  with  Envy  againft  the  Appear- 
ance  of  God  ! who  are  Profeflbrs  of  the  Scriptures,  and  fay. 
They  are  your  Rule  ; but  you  know  them  not,  nor  the  Power 
of  God  which  gave  them  forth,  as  it  was  laid  to  them  of  Old, 
who  were  crying,  The  Temple  of  the  Lord , the  Temple  of  the 
Lord  3 and  if  we  had  lived  in  our  Fathers  Days , we  wouldnot 
have  fain  the  Prophets , who  were  garnifhing  their  Sepulchers, 
and-  painting  their  Tombs,  who  flew  the  Lord  of  Life,  and 
hung'him  on  a Tree,  And  may  I not  fay  unto  you,  as  Stephen 
faid  unto  them,  Te  ft  iff  necked,  and  uncircumctfed  in  Heart 
and  Ears , ye  always  refifi  the  holy  Ghofi , as  your  Fathers  did, 
fodoye , hut  they  gnafh'd  upon  him  with  their  Teeth,  and cajl 
him  out  of  their  City, and  Jhedhis  Blood : and  do  not  your  Fruits 
make  you  man  if  eft,  as  theirs  did  ? and  do  not  the  Scriptures 
of  Truth  bear  Teftimony  againft  you,  that  you  are  of  the 
Wolf’s  Nature  i t the  Sheep’s  Clothing,  which  devours  the 
Lambs  (indeed ) for  you  do  favour  of  the  devouring  Spirit, 
and  not  of  the  Meek  Spirit  of  Chrift  Jefus,  who  faid,  I came  to 
favemens  Lives , and  not  to  de/lroy  them,  who  is  come  and  his 
Reward  is  with'him  • who  faid,  It  hath  been  faid  hy  them  of 
eld  time,  thou  fh  alt  love  thy  Neighbour,  and  hate  thy  Enemy  .but 
J fay  unto  you.  Love  your  Enemies,  pray  for  them  that  defpight- 
' fully  ufe you,  and  perfecute  you.  Mat.  $,  43,44."  But  thee 
Richard  Bellingham  art  of  anotherSpirit, the  Lord  rebuke  thee, 
who  faid  thou  thoughtft  thou  didft  God  good  Service  in  what 
thou  didft  againft  us : So  the  Words  of  Chrift  Jefus  are  fulfil- 
led upon  thy  Head,  which  he  fpake  faying,  They  Jhall fpcak^all 
manner  of  Evil  of  you,  and  they  will  thinks ‘hey  do  God  good  Ser- 
vice, when  they  fill  you.  So  out  of  thy  own  Mouth  art  thou 
judged  5 but  as  for  thy  caufing  thy  Jailer  to  read  the  thirteenth 
chapter  of  Zachary  to  me,  that  will  not  cover  thee  in  the 
Day  of  the  Lord,  for  he  is  come  who  is  the  End  of the  firft  Co- 
venant, and  hath  brought  in  the  better  Hope,  which  deftroyes 
the  Devli  & his  Works,  and  faves  me  n alive, who  rebuked  his 
Difciples,  when  they  would  have  had  Fire  come  down  from 
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Heaven,  as  Elite  had,  to  deftroy  them  with  whom  they  were 
offended,  but  he  faid  unto  them,  Te  kriow  not  what  Spirit 
ye  are  of  ; before  whom  all  things  are  naked  and  bare,  who 
beholds  thy  Cruelty,  who  wouldft  have  me  give  thee  under 
my  hand,  never  to  come  to  this  Town  more,  or  elfe  in  Prifon 
it  feems  I muff  lie,  till  by  your  Law  I am  forced  to  another 
Land  ; but  unto  thy  cruel  Will  herein  I dare  not  bow  •,  for  I 
may  come  again  into  this  Town,  and  honeft  men  who  fear  the 
Lord  aaaylive  here, when  your  Laws  are  vanifhed  as  the  Smeak 
before  the  Wind,  and  your  falfe  Dotfirinecometo  ceafe, which 
your  Prieft  Increafe  Madder-,  and  fome  of  you  held  forth, 
when  I was  before  you ; for  he  is  made  manifeft  whom  we 
bear  Teftiraony  unto,  who  is  given  of  God,  for  a Covenant  of 
Light  unto  the  Gentiles-,  and  for  Salvation  unto  the  Ends  of  the 
Earth  ; this  is  he  of  whom  it  was  faid,  Of  his  Fuimf  we  have 
received,  and  by  Grace  were  they  faved,  & not  of  therafelves, 
it  was  the  Gift  of  God ; and  they  had  thefe  heavenly  Treafures 
in  their  Earthen  Veffels,  as  the  Scripture  faith,  Atts  6.  S. 
5/*|>k»wa$amanfullofFaitb,  and  of  Power,  a*sd  the  Saints 
were  filled  with  the  holy  Ghoft,  and  fpake  as  the  Spirit  gave 
them  Utterance,  A&s  2.4.  And  Chrift  Jefus  faid.  He  that 
be  live  th  on  me , out  of  his  Belly  fhall  flow  Rivers  of  Living  Water , 
John  7.  3 8.  Te  know  the  Spirit  of  Truth , for  he  dwelleth  with 
you,  and  Jhall  be  in  you  \ and  lam  in  my  Father  and  you  in  me , 
and  1 in  you  John  14. 17,  20.  And  the  Apoftle  h\d,Chrift  was 
in  them  the  Hope  of  Glory.  And  heto  the  Corinthians,  Chrijb 
was  in  them  except  they  were  Reprobates.  And  thefe  were  Mi- 
nifters  of  the  Spirit,  who  had  thefe  Heavenly  Trealures  in  them; 
but  what  aMinifter  Increafe  Madder  is,  let  them  whole  Eyes 
are  open  judge,  who  faith,  Ele  hath  nothing  in  him  by  which  he 
hopes  to  be  faved  AdryTree!  and  miferabie  Sheep  are  they, 
who  have  fuch  a Shepheid,  and  well  may  it  be  faid,  that  they 
that  feed  and  follow  iuch  Teachers,  give  their  Money  for  that 
which  is  not  Bread-,  and  their  Labour  for  that  which  fansfics  not 
their  Souls.

iv s have  FclLwfh  p one  with  anot  her,a,<d  the  Blood  of  Jefm  Chrifl 
his  Son  cleanfeth  us  from  all  Siriy  i John  1 . 7.  AndyefhaU 
know  the  Truthy  and  the  Truth  jh  id  make  you  free,  John  8.32. 
And  there  is  therefore  no  Condemnation  to  them  that  are  in 
Chrifl  ft  fits,  who  walkjiot  after  the  Fit  Jh,  but  after  the  Spirit  j 
for  the  Law  of  the  Spirit  of  Life  in  Chrifl  fefus,  hath  made  me 
free  from  the  Law  of  Sin  and  Death,  Rom.  S 1,  2.  And 
John  faith.  Herein  is  our  Love  made  per  felly  that  we  may  have 
Boldmfs  in  the  Day  of  Judgmenty  becaufe  as  he  is  fo  are  n e 
in  this  iVor'dy  1 John  4.  17.  and  the fe  were  Men  hving  on 
this  Side  the  Grave.  But  Increafe  Madder  faith  , there  is 
stone  good,  no,  not  one  \ It  is  very  true,  that  t iofe  that  are  out 
of  God’s  Covenant,  and  have  none  ofthefe  Heavenly  Tiea- 
fures  in  them  but  are  as  Clouds  without  Water,  Heady, 
High  minded  men,  greedy  after  filthy  Lucre,  whofe  God  is 
their  Belly,  who  mind  Earthly  things,  fuch  we  have  to  con- 
tend with,  for  the  Truth’s  fake,  as  the  Apoftles  had  in  their 
Day,  who  were  Enemies  to  the  Crofs  of  Chrifl  then,  as  you 
are  at  this  Day  .*  I fay  in  that  State  there  is  none  good,  no,  not 
one;and  the  mod  upright  of  them,  is  as  a Briar, and  the  jufteft 
amongft  them  as, a Thorn- Hedge,  I find  it  fo  •,  but  bleffd  be 
the  Lord,  who  is  my  Keeper,  who  hath  redeemed  me  out  of 
their  Dwelling-place,  and  opened  mine  Eyes  with  many  more, 
and  we  fee  where  you  are,  and  we  know  God’s  Controverfie  is 
with  your  blind  Guides(who  caufc  you  to  err)and  you  who  are 
led  by  them,  who  are  covering  your  felves  with  a Profeffion, 
as  the  Pharifees  did,  but  your  Hands  are  full  of  Cruelty,  and 
your  Hearts  hardned  in  Perfection  unto  Blood,  and  are  ma- 
king a Mock  of  Sin,  who  in  Derifion  are  calling  the  Innocent 
Servants  of  the  Living  God,  Wolves,  and  fay  you  mud  kill 
them.  Oh  ye  wretched  men ! God  will  plead  with  you;  was 
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ever  the  Flock  of  Chrift  Jefus  found  in  your  Praftice  ? did  ever 
the  Lambs  kill  Wolves  ? but  they  that  fear  God,  and  work 
Righteoufnefs  are  accepted  of  him,  but  always  fuffered  as  £- 
vil-doers,  by  them  who  had  a Form  of  Godlinefs,  but  refitted 
the  Power,  in  whole  Steps  ye  are  ^ but  fuch  as  you  fow,  fuch 
lhall  you  reap,  God  will  not  be  mocked  by  you  •,  for  the 
Day  of  the  Lord  is  come,  which  burns  as  an  Oven,  wherein 
■GodwiH  plead  with  all  Fcfh  for  his  Seed’s  Sake,  which  he 
hath  and  is  raifing  up,whohath  aid  unto  it  live, and  it  fhail  live  ; 
though  our  Bodies  may  be  laid  in  the  Dull,  yet  it  fhail  fpring 
forth  in  Thoulands  more : So  in  vain  do  ye  ftrive,  ye  mortal 
men,  the  Fruit  of  your  doings  will  fall  on  your  own  Heads,  a 
Weight  tco  heavy  for  you  to  bear. 

From  One  that  fujferSy  by  you  for  the  T ruth’s 
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And  R ichard  Belling  ham,  it  is  Equity  and  Juftice  for  thee  to 
return  to  me  the  Bocks  thou  tookeit  from  me,  which  are  mine, 
and  is  lnjuftice  in  thee  to  take  them  from  me  ; therefore  do  as 
thou  wouldft  be  done  by,  and  let  thy  Moderation  be  feen,  for 
the  Lord  is  at  hand,  who  is  no  Refpe&er  ofPtr  ons,  but  gives 
unto  every  man  according  to  his  Doings ; for  he  hath  given  of 
his  Good  Spirit  to  inftruft  man,  but  many  rebel  againtt  it  ^ 
but  it  hath  taught  us,  who  have  believed  in  it,  as  it  did  his 
People  of  old.  To  do  unto  ad  nun  as  we  would  they  fkould  do  un- 
to ta } and  gives  hs  Strength  and  Patience  to  undergo  what 
Cruel  Men  may  be  f ff’ered  to  infiift  uyonut  j who  can  fay  f om 
our  Hearts.  Jf  it  be  thy  w'tfl,  Lord , forgive  them,  blefledfce 
his  Name  forever : and  this,  is  from  one  that  hath  learned  of 
Chritt,  and  am  a Chriftian , though  in  Scorn  by  thee  called 
a Quaker  ^ yet  Quaking  and  Trembling  1 have  experience  of. 
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as  the  holy  men  of  old  had,  and  as  the  Apoftle  exhorted  the 
Saints,  to  work-out  their  Salvation  with  fear  and  Trembling  * 
and  To  they  that  are  true  Chriflians  will  not  wonder  and  mock 
at  Quaking  and  Trembling  ; but  God  will  plead  with  the  Un- 
cireumcifed  -0  for  crying  Lord,  Lord,  will  not  fave  them  ; for 
it  is  the  Doers  of  hit  Will  that  are  juftifi  d in  his  Sight : and 

Chttft  Jefus  faid,  Except  ye  eat  my  Eh  jh  and  drinks  my  Bloody 
ye  havt  n > Life  in  you,  John  6.  53.  And  fo  confider  thy  Cru- 
elty in  keeping  me  here,  and  thy  Goaler  Wiliam  Salary  who 
will  not  fuller  a man  to  bring  me  work  j but  as  Chrift  Jefus 
faid,  <So  learn  what  that  meant , 1 will  have  Afercy,  a>.  d not 
Sacrifice.

A Copy  of  this  fore  going  Paper  was  delivered  into  the 
Hands  of  Richard  Bellingham^  Govcrnour  of  Bofion  in  New- 
England , the2ith  of  the  4th  Moneth,  1667.  but  no  Anfwer 
I received  from  him  or  any  of  them  • but  through  the  Enmity 
cf  his  perfecting  fpirit,  he  faid,  1 deferved  to  be  Hanged ; and 
thus  Cruelty  and  Wickednefs  they  aft,  and  would  bury  it  in 
Darknefs  with  themfelves  *,  but  it  is  in  my  Heart  to  put  it  to 
•publick  View,  that  Wickednefs  and  Hypocrifie  might  be  fern 
and  judged,  and  Righteoufnefs  might  take  place  in  the  Hearts 
of  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  men  ^ for  the  Day  is  come 
which  difeovers  your  Nakednefs,  and  will  confume  your  Co- 
vering, your  Out.fideProfeflion,  and  hath  and  will  fhatter 
your  old  Buildings,  and  Rafe  your  Foundation  to  the  Ground. 
Ye  Bloody  Men,  how  do  ye  ftink  in  the  Noftrils  of  the  Holy 
God?  and  are  you  not  become  a Hiffing  to  the  Nations?  Your 
Judgment  flumbers  not,  who  have  been  ftout  againft  the  Lord 
in  his  breaking  forth  in  the  Hearts  of  his  People:  And  you 
whofe  Hands  have  been  dipt  in  Blood  (yea,  in  the  Blood  of 
the  Innocent  Servants  of  the  Living  God,  and  no  Place  of  Re- 
pentance can  by  you  be  found  J Wo  is  unto  you,  your  dayes 
are  and  fhall  be  cut  off  in  Darknefs  forever  j but  the  Holy 
Seed  (which  you  have  fought  agaiaft)  which  God  hath  taifed 
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and  is  raifing  up,  and  alfo  from  amongftyou,  (hall  repienifh^ 
the  Earth:  Fori  do  believe,  there  are  Sheep  which  are  no£ 
yet  gatheredf  which  the  Lord  will  gather  jfrom  off  your  Barren 
Mountains  & dry  Hills  of  your  Empty,  Dark,Rufty,Cankcred- 
eaten  Profcffions,  to  reft  with  the  Lord  in  the  Mountain  of  his 
Holinefs  forever  ; and  for  this  End  is  our  Travail  in  Soul  and 
Body,  that  peop'c  might  be  gathered  to  God : And  the  Cry 
of  my  Spirit  is  unto  the  Lord,  0!?!  that  hi s Day  might  mere 
and  more  dawn yt hat  People  m'ght  fee  their  Way  out  of  Darkneffy 
and  the  Chains  thereof  through  the  Power  of  God  might  be  bro- 
ketiy  and  the  Liberty  of  the  Sons  of  Gody  which  is  in  Right  eon f ■ 
nefsy  might  be  known  unto  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  Aieny  af- 
ter this  Deluge  of  Darknefs  and  Night  of  ylpofiacy,  which  hath 
been  over  the  World.  For  God  Almighty  is  a fulfilling  his  Pro* 
mifes,  and  his  Day  is  come  unto  many,  and  the  Night  i-s  far 
fpent  unto  Thoufands,  Glory  to  God  forever,  though  Multi- 
tudes yet  fit  in  Darknefs,  and  fee  it  not;  for  the  God  tf  the 
World  hath  blinded  their  Eyes,  through  the  Enmity  of  the  Seed 
of  the  Serpenty  which  bears  rule  in  their  Heart Sy  whereby  they 
defpife  the  Appearance  of  Gody  and  per fecute  his  Servant  sy  who 
are  fent  unto  them , as  it  was  faid  unto  the  Jews,  I will  fend  them 
Prophets  and  jipoftleSy  and  fome  of  them  they  jhaff  fay  and  per- 
fecutty  that  all  the  Blocdfiom  Righteous  Abel  unto  this  day  he  re* 
quire d at  their  Hands,

ANd  now  you  New.  England  Prices  & Profeflors,you  are 
found  in  the  Steps  of  that  old  perfecting  fpirit,  beyond 
the  reft  of  the  Nations  in  t is  Age  of  the  World, in  Cruelty  and 
Bloodfhed;  for  you  have  fain  the  Prophets  of  the  Lord,  and 
drunk  the  Blood  of  the  Martyrs  of  Jefus ; whereby  the  Iniquity 
& f your  Fore  fathers  you  have  fulfill'd  in  a large  Meafure, which 
will  not  depart  from  your  Reins,  nor  be  blotted  out  in  Gencra« 
tions  to  come,  no  more  then  the  Blood  thirfty  Chief  Priefb, 
Scribes,  and  Pharilees,  and  Hard-hearted  Jews  are  ; but  with 
them  you  will  be  recorded,  and  bound  under  the  Chain  and 
Seal  of  Darknefs,  and  numbred  with  the  feed  of  Cain.,  who 
Murdered  bis  Brother , becattfe  bis  Brother's  Works  were  Righ^ 
teeus,  and  his  Evil.  But  notwithftanding  the  great  bufferings 
and  cruel  hard-hearted  Dealings  we  have  received  from  you 
Rulers,  Priefts  and  People  of  New-Eng\and>  whofc  Prifons, 
S o:k‘,  Whips  and  Gallows  have  been  our  Portion  from  you, 
and  for  no  other  Caufe,  but  our  Teftimony  for  God,  who  hat  e 
been  moved  of  the  Lord  to  come  amongft  you,  and  in  true 
Love  to  your  Souls  .•  But  Chrift  Jefus,  who  is  our  Lord  and 
Mafter,  received  fuch  Entertainment  amongft  the  great  Pro- 
fefTors  inthe  dayesof  hisFlefh;  and  we  know,  the  Servant  is 
not  greater  then  his  Lord  •,  and  thefe  Sufferings  feem  fmall  in 
Comparifonof  the  Eternal  Weight  of  Glory  which  is  alrea-

Ton  thtnf  God's  Judgments  are  upon 
youbeeaufe  you  fuffcr  that  Erroneous  People  call  cl  Quakers  to 
live  among  ft  you  y fo  defperately  are  your  foolifh  Hearts  dark* 
ned,  that  Judgment  is  t<  rued  backward,  and  Equity  cannot 
enter : But  behold  ! Cruelty  and  Opprcffion  covers  your 

Dwelling-place,  and  you  grope  like  Blind  Men  fin  the  dark) 
although  God’s  Day  is  come,  and  the  Children  of  it  fee  your 
Nakednefs,  and  wh<  r . by  your  Notion  of  Profeffion  is  vani-
